The scientific world has neither ac- 
cepted nor rejecied tne announcement 
that Dr. Cook, traveling under con- 
ditions without precedent in Arctic ex- 
ploration, reached the North Pole. 
Scientists the world over are ready to 
be convinced, but they must have the 
proof, 

The fact that Dr, Cook’s own state- 
ment must serve as a foundation for all 
the evidence acts as a hindrance to the 
minds of many men of science, for Dr. 
Cook was the only white man in: the 
party. But there are many distin- 
guished students, moved by all the con- 
servatism that characterizes scientists, 
who admit Dr. Cook’s integrity and 
ability and will be willing to accep: as 
true. any positive statement he makes 
that he found the pole. 

Ané if the explorer has brought back 
to the civilized world a daily log that 
bears on its face the marks of truth and 
cenforms to the known meteorological, 
geographical and astronomical facts, 
the truth of the story that he 
journeyed to the apex of the 
world will be accepted as a finality 
by a large majority of the men compe- 
tent by education and training to pass 
on the question. 

Te End Polar Expeditions. 

It is conceded, also, that, when Dr. 
Cook is heard from directly, if he says 
he found the pole and has the proofs, 
that will put a period to North Polar 
exploration, 

If Dr, Cook can convince the skeptical 
men of science, who demand absolute 
certainty, there will be no more Oocca- 
sion for dashes across the ice-locked 
North and they never will be attempted 
again Overland, at any rate, unless by 
some hardy and hard-headed person 
whom only an ocular demonstration 
could convince. 


A few hours spent by one white man 
at the crest of the world will put a stop 
to the outpouring of life and money 
that has gone on for decades as a re- 
sult of man’s passionate desire to solve 
the riddle of the Arctic Pole. 

The story sent dut from Copenhagen 
says Dr. Cook staygd at the pole a 
length of time equal to one day in our 
climate, then started on the return jour- 
ney over a path so fraught with perils 
and hardships that the doughtiest men 
hesitate to believe its conquest possible 
for flesh and blood. 

Equipment Was Inadequate. 

Conservative scientists find themselves 
ail the more reluctant to credit the polar 
discovery story when it is recalled that 
Dr. Cook’s equipment was insign'fican:

John R. Bradley Fit Fitted Expedition and Surrepti- 
tiously Put in Supplies and Apparatus 
for Dash to the Pole.

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 2-—While Dr, 
Cook’s trip to the pole has been de- 
scribed as unpremeditated and the re- 
sult of a sudden impulse prompted by 
the Arctic fever, which always pos- 
sessed him, it was as a matter of fact 
carefully planned. It was not. unpre- 
meditated, but it was surreptitious, as 
no advance information of his purpose 


was given. 
In consequence, the friends of Lieut. 


Peary, who is now in the far north in 
quest of the pole, have harshly criti- 
cised Dr. Cook for nearly two years. 
They have charged.that he stole a 
march on Dr. Peary when he sailed 
north in August, 1907, ostensibly as a 
member of a hunting expedition. 

The way Dr. Cook came to go into the 
Arctic regions ‘on the trip which has 
seemingly culminated in the distovery 
of the North Pole, was this: John R. 
Bradley, a millionaire resident of this 
city, who has hunted game in all cor- 
ners of the earth, decided early in the 
spring of 1907 to try his luck in the 
frozen nerth. 

He consulted Dr. Cook, and the lat- 
ter agreed to go with him. In conse- 
quence of this agreement, Mr. Bradley 
really became the financial broker of an 
enterprise which resulted in the discov- 
ery of the North Pole, though he litlte 
dreamed of such an important eventual- 
ity at the time of his first talk with 
Dr. Cook. 

Mr. Bradley bought a 110-ton Glouces- 
ter fishing schooner, fitted her with an 
auxiliary gasoline engine, renamed her 
the John R. Bradley and late in the 
spring of 1907 went north in her with 
Dr. Cook in command, 

Planned as Hunting Expedition. 

When this expedition started out it 
was announced to be nothing more than 
a- hunting trip along the Greenland 
coast. All of the crew of the vessel so 
regarded it and even for nearly a year 
after the vessel's return from the north 
without Dr. Cook it was declared that 
he had suddenly taken it into his head 
to try a one-man dash for the pole and 
had left the schooner at Annatok for 
that purpose. 

As @ matter of fact, the schooner 
was specially fitted out with the sup- 
plies which Dr. Coox would need in a 
dash to the pole, and it was understood 
between him and Mr. Bradley from al- 
most the outset that the attempt to 
reach the pole would be made. Mr. 
Bradley admitted tnts in July, 1908, 
when he said in a statement: 

“I thipk Dr. Cook has the best pos- 
sible chance of reaching the North Pole. 
He has 150 dogs and sleds which’ he 
would have naturally lightened as he 
got nearer the pole.. Then the idea was 
for him, after reaching the pole, to 
make his way back to land as fast as 
he could, killing the weaker dogs to 
feed the stronger ones. If he reaches 
Greenland he will be almost oertain to 
fall in with Danish whalers. 

“When he started to fit out my ship 
for my shooting excursion I 
idea of making it include a polar ex- 
cursions as well, but Dr. Cook, who 
has been on many polar expeditions, 
showed me it would only cost an extra 
$2000 or $9000, so I thought it was worth 
trying. 

“The crew of my vess¢dl did not know 
this was one of my objects when we left 
Gloucester, though the quantity of pem-

polar stores brought along for Dr. Cook. 
On Aug. zi the schooner sailed at noon 
for New York. 

The first week was spent by Dr. Cook 
and Franke in building a house, aided 
by Eskimos, By the middle of Septem- 
ber they had comfortable quarters built 
and then proceeded to lay in a stock of 
meat to last them through the long win- 
ter. The whole of the néxt month was 
devoted by Dr. Cook and Franke to 
hunting. At the beginning of the long 
Arctic night the temperature was be- 
tween 30 and 40 degrees below zero. 

Notwithstanding the intense cold, the 
ice was not always firm, according to 
Franke, and traveling was dangerous, 
especially in the morning and ‘evening. 
Dr. Cook and Franke found a new way 
tc prepare dog food. Franke refused to 
disclose this secret, but said Dr. Cook 
counted upon it giving him a big ad- 

ntage over the ether explorers 

Aide Turms Back, He Pushes On. 

He started on the perilous journey 
with Franke as his sole white com- 
panion, at noon on Feb. 26. The next 
day, Feb. 27, the sun appeared for the 
first time In 140 days. Cape Sabin was 
reached that evening and the next day 
the party was stormbound. The next 
reach brought the party to Rice Strait, 
10 miles northwest of Greeley’s memer- 
able winter quarters of 1883-84. Finally 
Flagier Bay was reached. 

There the rigors of the march ex- 
hausted Franke, and on March 3, 1908, 
Dr. Cook, not wishing to be encumbered 
With a sick. man, ordered him back to 
Annatok to watch the supplies. Franke 
wen. south and Dr. Cook went north. 
More than a month later Franke, at 
Annatok, received a letter from Dr. 
Cook dated “March 17. The Polar Sea, 
north of Cape Hubbard.”’ 

When Franke got back to New York 
in October, 1908, and brought this letter 
with him, he also brought a sealed let- 
ter from Dr. Cook to his wife. 
contents of this letter Mrs. Cook would 
never reveal, 

At the time Rudolph Franke came 
back here in October, 1908, with the last 
news from Dr. Cook, Anthony Fiala, a 
friend of the Brooklyn explorer and who 
headed the William Ziegler expedition 
to find the pole, said: 

“This letter of March 17, 1908, from Dr. 
Cook, places him on the polar ice north 
of Cape Hubbard and on his way to the 
Pole. If Crocker Land is where it is 
supposed to be and turns out to be a 
chain of tslands, as has been suggested, 
then Dr. Cook will have the advantage 
of a high Northern base and next sum- 
mer we may receive the news of his 
successful reaching of the pole. 

“Dr. Cook’s march from Etah to Cape 
Hubbard, across Ellesmere Land and 
up to Nansen Strait in 14 days, was a 
splendid achievement in itself.” 

Relief Ship in North, 

Two months ago the members of the 
Explorers’ Club satisfied themselves that 
Dr. Cook had found the pole. They 
worked out this conclusion with charts 
and deliberation and taking into consid- 
eration his long absence. . 

Notwithstanding this confidence, the 
members of the club raised a fund to 
finance a relief éxpedition. Two weeks 
ago the auxiliary schooner Jeanie sailed 
from St, Johns, N. F,, bound for Etah, 
Greenland, which is 20 miles south of 
Annatok. 

The Jeanie will arrive there the middie 
of the month and will probably remain 
North all winter and in ignorance of the 
return of Dr. Cook.

NEW YORK, Sept 2—Mrs. Frederick 
A. Cook, wife of the discoverer of the 
pole, heard from her husband last about 
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she would soon hear he had been suc- 
cessful. 

“My husband never believed in sen- 
sationalism,” Mrs. Cook said of him 
in an interview before she left the city 
for the summer, “and his feeling 
against Peary was pronounced. He dis- 
likes Peary very much. He saw Peary’s 
work in Greenland and did not like the 
way he treated the natives. 


*‘When he had a chance to come home, 
Dr. Cook refused to do so. Instead of 
returning, he determined to make a soli- 
tary effort to gain the pole. He walked 
three days to get a place from which 





he could send a letter to me. In the 
letter, which he asked me to keep 
secret, he told me he would reach the 
pole or die in the attempt. 


Children Kiss His Picture. 

‘He said that one man, with deter- 
mination and the genuine love and re- 
gard of the natives, could do more than 
whole expéditions. That was the last 
I heard of him. But I knew that if 
I didn’t get news of his success I would 
hear from him.”’ 

Mrs. Cook’s youngest daughter does 
not remember ever having seen her fa- 
ther.

In June, 1898, she complains, she was 
summoned to the bank, where she met 
William H. Henkle, a trust officer.

Three Routes Tried. 


There have been three often tried 
routes to the pole. The most favored 
has been up through the channel be- 
tween the east coast of America and 
the west coast of Greenland. The second 
bes along the eastern side of Greenland, 
with Spitzbergen as the base. The least- 
used is the Pacific Ocean route, through 
Bering Straits, and pushing north from 
the Siberian coast. ae 
Likewise, there are three modern 
methods of conducting expeditions. The 
one most-often used is to push as far 
north as possible through the ice in a 
strong ship and with a well-equipped 
sledge outfit dash across the ice on 
foot. This was the method of Com- 
mander Peary in the past and the one 
he is now using. 

Dr. Nansen gave a striking example 
of*another plan. He had constructed an 
exceptionally strong vessel, the Fram, 
which he allowed to be frozen in the ice 
at a chosen spot, expecting that the 
Arctic currents would carry him to the 
pole.

The most modern of the schemes is 
to sall through the alr: Prof. Andree 
tried it first in 1897. With an ordinary 
balloon-—for airships had not then been 
devised—he set out from Tromsoe, Nor- 
way, hoping to be blown to the pole by 
favrable winds. But the balloon and 
its daring passenger were lost some- 
where in the trackless Arctic region.

Seeking Northwest Paxsage. 

Early expeditions to the Far North 
were not directed toward the North 
Pole. The object of navigators was to 
find the fabled Northwest Passage that 
would give a short cut to India and 
the Far East. That was-even the 
aim of the voyages of Columbus. 

Henry Hudson, whose discovery of 
the Hudson River is to be c@ebrated 
this month, was one of the earfiest and 
most persistent seekers for the North- 
west Passage. In 1670 he pushed his way 
past 80 degrees and set the mark for 
the furthest north of that day. A few 
years later he penetrated Hudson Bay.

The English Government in 1748 pro- 
claimed an award of $100,000 for the dis- 
covery of the Northwest Passage. In 
177% an act of Parliament offered a re- 
ward of $25,000 to any captain who 
should first penetrate to within 1 degree 
of the pole. ‘Additional awards were 
added later for explorers who should 
attain higher latitudes from 88 degrees 
upward.

The most persistent explorer of recent 
years has been Commander Robert E. 
Peary of the United States Navy. His 
first experience was in 1886, when he 
did some Greenland exploration. Ever 
since then he has been working at the 
polar problem, making half a dozen voy- 
1ges under auspices of the geographicai 
and scientific societies.

After the outburst of voyages in the 
early part of the seventeenth century 
there was a lapse of nearly 200 years 
before hardy explorers plunged again | 
into the frozen north. The English have 
the credit for the revival of explora- 
tion. They started out two expeditions 
in 1818, still searching for northern pas- 
Sages across the top ofthe world. 
Parry and Ross took two ships west- 
ward under orders to make the North- 
west Passage along the upper part of 
the American continent. 
Parry Made First Sledge Dashes. 

Buchanan and Franklin took two oth- 
er ships to the northeast to attempt 
the polar passage by way of Spitzen- 
berg. Both expeditions got a short ‘dis- 
tance past the eightieth paraliel on thefr 
way north, but did not succeed in 
reaching the Pacific. In 1827 this same 
energetic Capt. Parry started out on a 
voyage toward the pole, using for the 
firat time the plan of the dash across 
the ice on sledges. 

All previous explorers had stuck to 
their ships. Parry went up to Sp'tzen- 
berg in a vessel. There he mounted 
two 20-foot boats on runners and loaded 
a number of dog siedges with supplies. 
With these he set out over the ice and 
traveled 290 miles, only to be blown 
back nearly half the distance gained 
by the southerly drift of the ice. His 
farthest north was 82 degree 45 minutes, 
which set a record for the time. 

Next in order of time comes the En- 
glish expedition of Sir John Franklin, 


that aroused the interest and sympathy 
of the civilized world. Franklin sailed 
in 1845 with two ships, the Erebus and 
Terror, containing 14 officers and men. 
They went up the west coast of Green- 
land and were last seen in Baffin’s Bay, 
latitude 74 degrees 48 minutes. 

. After three years of complete silence 
search was begun. In the ensuing six 
years 15 expeditions of various kinds set 
cut from England and America to hunt 
for Franklin and his men, but all in 
vain; In 185% the skeletons and relics of 
disaster were found along the coast of 
King William’s Land, far to the weat- 
ward. 

Reeord of Franklin Disaster. 

In a pile of rocks was this record of 
the voyage, the only word from the 
dead:

wTaxpayers who have taken advantage 
of the discount offered by the city for 
prempt payment of municipal taxes 
have thus far saved $68,021.34. The total 
collections Wednesday were $3,300,234.64, 


of which $2,482,08.23 represented the 
city’s pertion. 

Thursday's collections at noon were a 
little more than $300,000, most of the 
heaviest taxpayers having paid their 
bills Wednesday. The discount on Wed- 
nesday, the first day of the period, was 
2.66 2-8 per cent. Thursday it is 2.64 2-6 
per cent. It will grow less each day 
until Dec. 31, when it will cease. 

On Sept. 1 last year the discounts 
were $60,047.36 and for the entire pe- 
riod amounted to $90,952.49. This year 
the levy is $11,117,794.85 on reay 
estate and personal property. To this 
will be added the levy on the public 
service corporations ‘assessed by the 
State Board of Equalization. 

The collections this year are ex- 
pected to be more »rompt and larger 
than in 1908. The improvement in fi- 
nancia} conditions explain the readi- 
ness with which the taxpayers are 
liquidatizig their bills, and the higher 
Valuation fixed by the assessor ac- 
counts for the growth in revenues,
